Mrs. Miner, la a confession she 
later repudiated, declared Hartrris- 
bought poison -which she placed in 
the pills.

On entering the bank the four men 


ordered Vice-President C. B. Drowat- 
sky, Cashier Drew, E. P. Smith, of 
the Continental Trust Co., Chicago, 
who was talking- with Mr. Drew, and 
two bookkeepers, Emma Wegner and 
Sadie Neinast, to lie on the floor. 
They flourished their guns and after 
scooping up currency in the cages 
and vault, herded George Prell, Jake 
Kiefer and Mrs. Harry Tryhall, cus- 
tomers who came in while the hold 
up was in progress, along- with the 
others into the vault. 


As soon as the vault door closed, 


Cashier Drew, notified authorities of 
the robbery over a telephone, which 
had been Installed in the vault for 
such a contingency. Deputy Sheriff 
Hans Biegel responded to the call 
but the men had fled before he ar- 
rived.

Pot Up BuJfesFor Winter 


Bloom In Fall Of Year 


This Js tho season to pot up bulbs 


for winter bloom In a sunny or half- 
sunny window during tho 
winter 


months. Some of tho bulbs nro the 
easiest of subjects and certain to 
give flowers. Most certain to give a 
gorgeous display is tho amaryllls. 
The dormant bulbs are now In stock. 
Potted up and placed in a window, 
the plant will start a leaf growth 
which will sh9rtly be followed by the 
flower stem. Some times the flower 
stem appears ahead of tho leaves. 


The tall stem will bear from two 


to five huge trumpets in crimson, 
scarlet, rose or pink. Tho new hy- 
brids- are of enormous size nnd bril- 
liant Coloring and have been features 
o£ the winter flower shows during 
several seasons past. They are now 
grown by the acre outdoors in Flor- 
ida during.the winter. They require 
only ordinary good garden soil, good 
drainage in the pot, and should not 
be given too much heat; placing them 
In a cool window until they are well 
started into growth. 


The paper white and Chinese lily 


narcissus are favorite subjects now 
being grown in bowls of pebbles and 
water, or in prepared fiber more of- 
ten than in soil. However, 
they 


grow best in soil under the condi- 
tions of the average living room. 
Bulbs should be potted now, kept 
moist and set away in a dark place 
until they start making leaf growth 
when they should be brought out 
to the light. 


Lily of the valley pips, prepared 


for indoor bloom, are on sale at all 
dealers now and are one of the easi- 
est of the house plants to grow. The 
pips should be potted up and set 
outside until they .have been well 
frozen. 
They can then be brought 


Into tho house, thawed out, and the 
lily, thinking It is spring, will pro- 
ceed to send up its bloom spray. It 
is a good plan to plant a number of 
roots to be brought in from time to 
time to furnish 
a 
succession of 


bloom. 


" Hyacinths arc perhaps the com- 
monest bulb for Indoor culture. Pot 
them up with the neck of tho bulb 
just even with the soil, set away In 
a cool, dark place, keeping just bare- 
ly moist until the leaf shoot Is an 
inch out of the bulb. Then plaoe 
them In a window.

JOHN ADAMS' BIRTH 


On Oct. 30, 1735, John Adams, second president 


of the United States, was born at Quincy, Mass. 


He graduated from Harvard at 20, studied law 


and was admitted to the bar in 1758. Soon after 
he married Abigail Smith, whose influence was 
an important factor in his career, Adams went 
into politics. He first attracted'attention by tak- 
ing a, bold stand against the Stamp tax.

of Independence and supported the Revolution, 
in, which, as chairman of the board of war, he 
took an active part. "While a member of the 
Continental Congress he suggested that George 
Washington be placed in command of the Con- 
tinental forces.

It is a curious thing that a large 


share of these sets of health rules 
are published by opportunists or 
politicians who, for a fitful period, 
hold office as health commissioner 
somewhere. Long after the authors 
have been forgotten or removed 
from office their rules live, at least 
in print in musty files. In no in- 
stance, 
so far as my collection 


shows, has any real practicing 
physician ventured to* compile or 
tabulate a health-insuring decalogue. 


I shall probably never perpetrate 


any set ot health rules. Our readers 


ill forgive me, I am sure, for they 


know I am not so diffident in ex- 
pressing my beliefs or opinions 
about matters pertaining to health, 
—hen I feel it right to do so. 


Cranks or .faddists who believe 


the one and only -way to enjoy 
health, is by doing such and such 
exercise, eating only such and such 
foods, or breathing thus and so, 
are never really happy, and always 
a. bore to those -who have to live 
with or listen to them. Heaven for- 
bid that wo should become a nation 
of health cranks. 


Take tobacco. A fool makes a hog 


•of himself, smoking to excess, and 
eventually T>ays by serious impair- 
ment of health. There is a doubt 
•whatever about that. A health crank 
maintains you can't use tobacco at 
all, you must be a total abstainer. 
if sou -would enjoy good health; and 
we all know there is only half-truth 
in that, lor while non-smokcre may 
enjoy good health, certainly many 
moderate smokers do also.

YALE SAYS HE WAS BEATEN 
Yet, 
New Haven reports spoke of 


the boy bearing marks of blood upon 
his mouth and head, the inference 
being that he was beaten up as -well 
as tackled. If, as is inferred from 
New Haven quarters, Booth was de- 
liberately dcre for by West Point 
players, then Yale, for the good of 
football, should take a definite and 
official stand upon the matter. 
West-'Point has no more desire that 
shi be represented on the gridiron 
by hooligans than Yale that she be 
asked to meet 
such players. On 


the other hand if Yale coacheg and 
others who were on the sidelines, 
know that Booth was legally brougat 
to earth without malice or intention 
to inflict injury, then for the good 
cf football and in justice to a disting- 
uished rival, they should take action 
to step the present outflow of veil- 
ed charges and innuendo. 


This is true—there is not a foot- 


ball gam» in which elusive runners 
are not set upon by more than one 
tackier, and it is^also true that in 
the headlong rush oi the game, it is 
absolutely impossible -for a tackier 
to know that flashing instant when 
the ball has ceased to advance. As 
for Albie Booth, if all the things said 
of him are true, he is never safe, 
save when he is on,, the ground and 
held there. 


As to the talk that film photos

of cows for contagious abortion, 
Dr. V. S. Larson, veterinarian spe- 
cialist of the state Department of 
Agriculture and Markets advised 
Dale farmers here last week to form 
community groups and to have all 
the herds of the group tested at the 
same time. The group method will 
shorten up the travel of the veterin- 
arians who do the testing as well jts 
the time of testing-. The Dale meet- 
ing was one of a series conducted by 
Gus Sell, county agent, in Outaga- 
mie-co this week. 


Mr. Sell discussed the prevalence 


of contagious abortion in the county 
and the inroads thv disease is mak- 
ing in the profits of dairying by cut- 
ting down milk production and pre- 
venting the sale of cattle for produc- 
tion to buyers of a number of states. 


Dr. Larson presented the- history 


of the disease in Wisconsin, describ- 
ed the symptoms, suggested treat- 
ment, and declared that there is ab- 
solutely no cure. A fanner who pur- 
chuaseg cures such as acid brown 
sugar, minerals 
and bilhe goats 


throws away his money. The dis- 
ease may be eradicated from a farm 
yard if sanitary methods are adopt- 
ed and used. 


"Contagious abortion is no new 


disease of cattle," said Dr. Larson 
but for a long time veterinarian: 
and dairymen knew very little abou 
it. Cows would abort and as thes 
would stop after a year or two, we 
thought they were cured by the med 
icme we gave them. 


"Some of the symptoms of contag 


toys abortion are the dropping o 
premature 
calves, udder trouble 


scours in calves and enlarged joints 
on the legs of calves. 


SYMPTOMS NOT RELIABLE 
"As a cow may abort that Is no 


infected with the germg of contagl 
ous abortion, from injury or other- 
wise, and cows may not abort after 
the first time, these symptons are 
not reliable. The only reliable test 
for infection is the blood test. 


"Usually after the first abortion 


the body of the cows b nlds up a le 
fense against the germs of contagi 
ous abortion as the body of a boj 
builds up a defense against the nico- 
tion that made him sick after his 
first smoke and prevents a repetition 
of the nausuea. In the one case the 
germs of abortion remain in the bodj 
of the cow, and in the other the 
nicotine Is always present in the 
smoke. 


"This defense against the germ of 


abortion developed by the body of 
tLe cow and her failure to abort al 
ways gives the owner the impres 
sion that the cow is cured. The blooc 
test, however, always proves that 
the germs are still present and al 
though the cow does not abort she 
js loadefi., with germs that jnay be 
trans'miited to other cows'in the 
terd and cause them to abort 


"The first thing to do with, a herd 


Infected with contagious abortion is 
to apply the blood test to each of the 
animals. The veteri -urian who ap- 
plies the tests will suggest sanitary 
methods for preventing the farther 
spread of the disease. 


"These methods will include the 


placing of the Infected cows on one 
side of the stable and the clean cows 
on" the other side; the division of the 
yard and pasture so that the infected 
and the clean animals cannot get to- 
gether; preventing cows from com- 
ing- in contact with the cows of 
neighboring herds even through the. 
fences, and keeping heifers out of 
community pastures whero they are 
liable to exposure. 


"Great care must be exercised in 


tha stable containing infected and 
clean cows to prevent the spread 
of the infection though feed, bed- 
ding and cows aborting."

of Its former legal executives, while 
its ex-broadcast engineer assails it 
for "playing politics". 


In formal briefs field in the court 


of appeals of the district

umbia, which sits just 
above the 


commission in radio jurisprudence, 
these assertions are made by Bethuel 
M. Webster, Jr., and Paul M. Segal, 
former general counsel and assistant 
general counsel respectively, in one 
case, and by George O. Sutton, for- 
mer broadcast engineer, now a prac- 
ticing attorney in another. 


Kepresenting station WGBS, New 


Tons, city, Webster and Segal state 
that the commission's action in this 
case "is a mere travesty of justice". 
It has been possible, the document 
charges, "for the commission to act 
so irresponsibly and capriciously 
that licensees and applicants live in 
an atmosphere of uncertainty as to 
the nature of the rights they enjoy, 
and, apparently, it is possible for the 
commission to act with reference to 
a code of conduct which is less rigid 
than that 
provided for 
private 


agencies " 


ISSUES STINGING ORDER 


It -was in the WGBS case that the 


court last may issued a stringing or- 


der which all but rebuked the com- 
mission for violating 
the court's 


mandate by granting a license to 
another station to operate on the 
channel to which the 
New York 


station had been assigned. Involving 
a ^ozon or so Individual court ac- 
tions, the WGBS case stands out as 
one of the most litigated issues In 
radio history. 
Button's charges were made In a 


pleading field with the court in con- 
nection with the commission's order 
to permit station WWVA to move 
from Wheeling to Charleston, W.

Involved in this case also are sta- 


tions WMCA, New York, and WNYC

which WGBS now is operating. They 
claim ruinous Interference.

WGBS contends that the engineering

Weather Affects Health, 


Medical Society Claims 


Madison — That the weather has 


much to do with a persons health 
and that winter colda, spring fevers 
and certain diseases of indisposition 
are directly associated with 
the 


weather were declarations of 
the 


Educational Committee of the State 
Medical Society in a Bulletin is- 
sued today. The statement declares 
that when the hours of sunlight 
shorten with the approach of Winter, 
people should be out in the open as 
much as possible.", ' 


"There is more health in sunlight 


than there is in furnace heating," 
declares the Medical Society's Bul- 
letin. "It is a well established fact 
that at the change of &easons with 
the invariable sudden fluctuations 
of temperature there are an unusu- 
ally large number of colds and other 
respiratory disorders. 


"It, is also known that 
certain 


communicable diseases are likely to 
be more prevalent at one time of the 
year than another. The occurrence 
of measles, 
for example, usually 


reaches the highest number of cases 
some time in the spring; small-pox is 
called a cold weather disease; poho- 
myetitis, which is another name for 
infantile paralysis, is more common 
in the late summer and early fall. 


"We can at present offer no good 


explanation for these seasonal In- 


creases but continued research will 
undoubtedly 
reveal 
the 
reason. 


Where the cause or method of trans- 
mission of a disease has been deter- 
mined progress has 
usually been 


made in combating that malady. For 
exairtple, yellow fever, formerly was 
an epidemic in warm weather, par- 
ticularly in the south. Since the dis- 
covery that a certain mosquito was 
responsible for carrying the germ, 
health officials have been able to 
eradicate the disease. Typhoid fever, 
which used to be especially preval- 
ent during the late summer and 
early fall, is now relatively uncom- 
mon''at any time of the year, due 
largely to the purification of water 
supplies, the pasteurization of milk, 
and a careful oversight by the state 
of 
typhoid 
carriers. 
Infantile 


diarrhea during the summer months, 
so greatly feared by mothers of ar- 
tificially fed infants, is now uncom- 
mon, 
because parents 
have been 


taught to feed babies only clean 
pasteurized milk from steril con- 
tainers. 


"There are still other reasons why 


a change of seasons affects health. 


In winter the hours of daylight are 
comparatively short, the sun's rays 
are less direct and most of us fall 
to get the benefit of what sunlight 
there ia. "Wo shut ourselves up In 
our homes or offices, often in a Sa- 
hara<-llke dryness of air, with little 
or no ventilation and a superheated 
atmosphere. When we do go out 
the sun can have little or no effect 
upon us for we are bundled up so 
that but little of the skin Is exposed. 


"Sunlight does more than furnish 


light and heart. It contains chemi- 
cal rays which do much for our 
health and destroy many 
disease 


germs, even those which cause tu- 
berculosis. Then too, sunlight con- 
tains the ultra-violet ray, of which 
we read so much nowadays; it tans 
the skin, assists in childhood bone 
growth, 
and 
through 
chemical 


changes builds up body resistance, 
so we should make the most of the 
sun's rays."
